Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Shimomura (USPN 6,677,801). 

Fig. 2 discloses and input voltage Vcc, an output voltage Vint, a bias circuit 3/4, a 
voltage drop circuit 15 and a voltage detection circuit connected and functioning as 
recited in claim 1 . 

Fig. 2 outputs a plurality of voltage segments from 3 corresponding to different 
voltage drop values from 15 to trigger voltage differences between the input voltage Vcc 
and the output voltage as recited in claim 1 6. Further, the input voltage Vcc is within the 
range of the plurality of output segments from 3 as recited in claim 16.
